E GOVERNOR'S SPEECH AT THE EXTRAOR- 
DINARY SESSION OF THE LEGISLATURE OF 
VANCOUVER ISLAND. ’ 


_ Having a friend at Court, we have been kindly 
favored with a rough copy of the speech to be 
delivered by the Governor at the opening of the 
Session Extraordinary on Tuesday next, the 
18th inst.: : 


His Excellency, attired in broad silver-band 
cap, Windsor coat and Canary gloves, &c., &e., 
will move in state from his’ residence in James’ 
Bay to the Legislative Council Chamber, and at 
2 o'clock, being seated on his throne, will open 
the fourth session of the. Parliament of Vancou- 
ver Island with the following speech : 


“IT JAMES DOUGLAS, Representative of 
Royalty, Greeting : 

Honorable men of the Legislative Council and 
Gentlemen of the House of Assembly : 


The advancement of your interests lias always 
been near and dear unto my heart. _ 

By strenuons exertions I have managed. to 
keep Her Majesty’s Secretary of State for the 
Colonies in contented ignorance of the trae state 
of local affairs in the two Colonies on the Pa- 
cific over which I was appointed to preside, and 
my policy has met with the hearty concurrence 
of His Grace because soothing to his natural 
love of ease and self-adulation, and it enabled 
me.to accomplish my desires for my own and 
your benefit, which I trast in Providence no re- 
action will now undo—Providence is always 
just. 

During my reign the honor and dignity of the 
Crown have been displayed here in all their 
majesty. 

Electioneering corruption in England iso right 
claimed and enjoyed by the people there, the offi- 
cial seam of which corruption the Dake of New- 
castle has kindly leeched upon this Colony through 
me.: 

The elective principle applied to all posts of 
public trast I mast admire and at the same time 
abhot ; and for fear the purity of that principle 
might be corrupted at the representative fountain 
of Royalty I recommend the expediency, ‘fur the 
public safety, of your immediately bringing. in a bill 
to prevent any display of delegated Koyal frailty 
in the matter of nomuneeism. Several other im- 
portant bills are urgently required, and will be 
suggested to you, but fur your con-si-der-a-tion 
only. Amongst these will be the currency, to 
legalize the coin of the realm passing current, 
free from its spurious character, inadvertently 
sanctioned by me. 

Gentlemen of the House of Assembly. 


Heavy taxation excites to ingenuity and labor. 
With sach abstract points, however, the people 
have nothing to do. It is their prerogative to 
pay ouly—mine to undergo the labur aud cares 
of appropriation and expenditure. 

I lament that, for your good, my pleasing re- 
flections npon the ways and means of British 
Columbia are so soon being terminated, - It has 
surprised me how the Secretary of State has put 
up with my impudence in treating British Colum- 
bia as I have done, and. how the people there 
have borne my oppression so long. The more I 
plundered that Colony the more rapacious I be- 
came, and I found that borrowing cash by mort- 
gaging its future revennes was @ solacing expe- 
dient ; but while productive of satisfaction to 
myself it is fraught with fatare evil. For I fear 
as the Culony is yet a minor these debts will be 
repudiated by her when she arrives at mature 
age. So I will advise my successor in that Col- 
ony to adopt the legerdemain principle. as well 
understood in some old countries, of both lessen- 
ing and increasing the public burdens every 
year. 

My successful, wicked sacrifice of British Col- 
umbia up to this time has cansed Victoria to rise 
as by magic ont of chaos. To behold it excites 
my wonder and the envy and surprise of our 
neighbor, Brother Jonathan.
